VERY TIME you take to the road you 
have a great responsibility . . . fo 
drive safely and sensibly. This respon- 
sibility holds good no matter whether 
you re traveling over the familiar streets 
of your home town or making a long 
vacation trip. Only when driving is 
done with the utmost care, caution and 
courtesy . at all times . . . can our 
streets and roads become safer for you, 
your fellow motorists and pedestrians. 
Just how urgent is it for everyone to 
know and obey traffic laws and observe 
the rules of the road? The answer is 
found in some shocking statistics: 
Every day, on the average, 7 
lives are lost and 150 people 
are hurt in motor vehicle 
accidents 


That adds up to a yearly traffic toll 
of over 2,800 deaths, well over 50,000 
injuries and costs mounting into the 
millions of dollars.

You can judge for yourself whether 
brakes, tires, steering wheel, lights and 
proper

windshield wipers are in 
defects, have them corrected immed- 
iately.

¥ 4. Check your driving habits —

FPN HE best by-product the machine age has given us is the precious 

vift of leisure time. Never before in history have so many people 
had so much time to do as they please. Everyone from the president of 
1 multimillion-dollar company to the most recent arrival in the steno 
pool takes two weeks with pay for granted. Looking into the future 
we can expect. with automation, shorter and shorter working hours 
perhaps as low as thirty or even twenty-five hours a week. with more 
and more dividends of leisure time to be spent as we please.

Some of us—the “do-it-yourselfers”’——consider holidays a grand 
time to get a little extracurricular work done, like painting the hous 
from top to bottom, This might not even be a bad thing. provided the 
one thing you want to do more than anything else is paint the house. 
But if house painting is a chore and you use your holidays to do it.

lost a baby when she had carried it just three months. She 


back. She was frightened. Two years ago she had 


had washed the bedroom curtains just the day before. Had 
the stretching been bad for her? She pushed aside het 
Worry and got dressed. She decided not to tell her hus- 
band, John, about her fears and began to prepare break- 
fast. 

The pain was still there, dull but persistent. She lay 
down after John left but when she had bad cramps around 
eleven o'clock she called him at the office. She was sick 
with worry now. and when she passed some blood she be- 
gan lo sob, hopelessly. 

John rushed home and together they raced to the hos- 
pital. Carol dreaded it, remembering the last time—a 
crowded ward, a succession of interns, prying questions 
from the woman in the next bed. But she remembered 
most clearly the hopeless. fatalistic shrug of the doctor 
when he said, “This sort of thing happens all the time, 
but we don’t know why.” 

But this time it was different. 

Carol was taken up to the same ward but this time she 
was put in a private room, safe from the thoughtless ques- 
tions of other patients. The nurse told her the chief gyne- 
cologist was coming to see her. At this Carol protested, 
“But we can’t afford a specialist or this private room 
either.” 

“Relax.” said the nurse. “And don’t worry.” 

The doctor came and examined her thoroughly. He 
explained that she might lose her baby, but that they would 
do their best to see that it wouldn't happen. Then he asked 
for her co-operation in some research that they were doing. 
He explained that about one of every ten Canadian wom- 


en who become pregnant loses her baby. This means about 


16.000 babies are lost a year. Most married women have 
lost a baby although many of them are not aware of it, 
because it occurred before they had missed a monthly 
period. This hospital had formed a team of specialists to 
study the problem, backed in part by a federal health 
grant. 

“We're fighting the problem on four fronts,” the doctor 
explained. “Three of the causes of spontaneous abortion 
weve known about for some time—abnormalities in the 
woman's reproductive organs. a possible deficiency of 
certain Vitamins or a deficiency in certain hormones. But 
recently weve discovered that a woman's emotions can 
ilso cause her to lose a baby.” 

This last discovery is the most important lead the 
research team has made. 

As research psychologist of the group for eighteen 
months | gave psychological tests to the women being 
studied and attended many of the weekly discussions a! 
which the five scientists—four men and one woman 
compared and discussed reports on patients, They insisted 
on studying the whole woman to try and find out what 
combination of causes might make it difficult for her to 
bear children. Their concern with the woman's emotions 
is so strong that they insisted that this article should never 
mention the name of the Canadian city where their study 
is being conducted. let alone which hospital. They want 
to avoid at all costs raising either false hopes or mistaken 
alarm in the women who may come under their care. It 
will be many years before the doctors can say definitely 
what causes spontaneous abortion (a pregnancy that ends 
before the seventh month) or a miscarriage (one that 
occurs after that time) or premenstrual abortion (one that 
ends before a woman misses a regular menstrual period or 
even realizes that she is pregnant).

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At what age should a child decide his own bedtime? When should 


a girl get her own dress allowance, buy her own clothes? When 


should a child drive a car? The way you answer these and other 


questions can determine how soon and how well your child grows up 


By DR.

HE biggest job faced by parents is the 

thoughtful, loving and patient process of 

setting their children free to make their 
own decisions. It’s not easy for the parent or 
the child, but it is essential if the child is going 
to grow up to be a mature person and a good 
parent himself. 

Often a mother wants to hold her daughter 
close and protect her forever if possible. When 
she does this she is doing the wrong thing for 
the right reason, for the only way she can ever 
hope to hold her daughter close is by setting her 
free, a little at a time, as the child grows in her 
ability to assume responsibility for her own 
actions. 

Love between parents and children is the magic 
ingredient that makes the whole relationship pos- 
sible, but by itself it is not enough. While the 
parents have a great responsibility in this matter 
of extending as much freedom as their children 
can sensibly handle there is no less responsibility 
for the children, particularly as they grow older, 
to learn to live with these new privileges. 

In this article I'm going to try to supply at 
least some of the answers to the questions parents 
and youngsters have asked about this whole com- 
plex problem of growing up and achieving the 
kind of emancipation that is a mark of the mature 
man or woman. We’re going to look at some of 
the training problems encountered by the par- 
ents of small children. We're going to answer 
such questions as “Should a sixteen-year-old drive 
a car?” How can a girl tell if a boy she has just 
met is likely to be tied to his mother’s apron 
strings? We'll examine some of the threats to 
marriage that can arise when one or both part- 
ners have not achieved the kind of maturity we’re 
talking about in this article. 
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When should this emancipation of the child 
begin? 

It starts in the cradle. A baby cries. You know 
she isn’t hungry or colicky or wet or cold so you 
let her cry. That means the child, even at this 
early age, is accepting the responsibility for her 
behavior. If she wants to cry she can; if she 
doesn’t she can go to sleep. 

At the age of two she pushes her food away. 
Let her go hungry unless, of course, she’s sick. 
These are hard things for a mother to do but 
they should be done. Don’t worry, she won't 
starve. 

When she reaches the age where she is playing 
with toys let her decide what she wants to play 
with. and when. And don’t fret and interfere 
if she plays with it upside down or inside out, 
defying all the fine print on the box it came in. 
If she wants to smash the toy to smithereens let 
her. But don’t replace it once it is broken. She’s 
got to learn sometime that toys, like many other 


things, don’t grow on bushes. 


At five or six you start her to school. Now you 


can’t force her to go, so if she announces one day 


that she’s not going you say, “Fine, but you 
will stay in your room.” Usually by the end of 
the day she’s so bored that she’s glad to go back 


to school. 


At six she gets an allowance with one string 
attached. She can spend it—the whole dime or 
quarter—any way she wants and all in one place 
but she gets no more that week. When she is 
eight she can begin to choose her own clothes— 
not all of them. of course, but she can select the 
color of her socks or her hair ribbons, for in- 
stance. She doesn’t decide when she will stop 


wearing her snowsuit or rubbers, however. That’s 


still your responsibility because you are still the 


person who's responsible for her health. 


At what age should a girl buy her own 
clothes? 

By the time she is sixteen she should be buy- 
ing her own clothes. deciding what she needs 
and choosing the style she thinks suits her best. 
The training for this freedom started back at 
the age of eight when she was sele¢ ting the color 
of her socks. You started then to tell her as much 
as she could understand about values and style. 
When she was about twelve you became more 
While she still hadn't her own allow 


ance you explained, for instance, that she had 


specifi . 


twenty-five dollars to spend and this was whal 
she needed. 

When she is sixteen and has her own dress 
allowance you should say something like this. 
“Every three months I'm going to put fifty dol 
lars in the bank for you and you will buy your 
own clothes. However. I'm going to keep an 
eye on your purchases and make sure you have 
a good warm coat for the winter and proper 
shoes.” 

In this way you don’t toss responsibility and 
freedom at her; you give her as much as she 
can carry and stand close by to help her if she 
should stumble a little. And you'll find, I think, 
that most girls will choose wisely (provided their 
mothers had good taste) when the time comes 
for them to do their own shopping. 

So much here depends upon your own good 
judgment. As each decision arises, and they 
can be met only on an individual basis since 
every child has a different personality and a dif- 
ferent rate of growth, you must ask yourself

Make it convenient 


Build a counter-height cabinet finished in a 
weatherproof stain for preparing and serving 
food. Store a card table inside for dining. 
Garden tools need an upright closet. A low 
chest with cushions on top provides extra 
seating space and storage below. To use the 
varden at night install spotlights and lamps. 
With an electric outlet on an outside wall you 
can use small cooking appliances, your radio 


or listen to your favorite records outdoors. 


Make it comfortable 


You need a paved area in the garden that 
will dry quickly in a hot sun after a rain or 
heavy dew. avoiding dampness underfoot. 
Sand and dirt are less likely to be carried 
inside the house too. Among the pavings you 
could use are colored beach pebbles set in 
cement. or logs cut in circles with gravel fill- 
ing in between. For a sun shade use ordinary 
bamboo pore h blinds supported by a wooden 
frame or a gay colored canvas canopy with

Barbecue cooking tips 


HERI are a few know-hows about barbee ue cooking that make all the differ- 
ence between a skilled performance—and burned fingers. bad tempers and badly 
ooked food. To help you he re are some Lips you should reme mber: 


Tips on cooking meats: 

e Always have meats at room temperature, Take them out of the refrigerator al 
least an hour before you intend to cook them. Chilled meats take longer to cook. 

e Trim nearly all the fat from steaks and chops. This prevents spattering. Gash the 
edges to prevent curling. 

e Lse your fat trimmings to rub on the hot grids. Spear them on a long-handled 
fork to do this job. The meat won't stick and the aroma is wonderful. 

e Lse a meat thermometer to check whether a roast is cooked or not. insert it in the 
end of the roast. parallel to the spit. 

e Frankfurters cook beautifully wrapped in foil and placed right on the coals. 

e Roasts cooked on a spit must be properly balanced for smooth turning and even 
ooking 


e For subtle flavor for meats or vegetables. try tossing garlic | 


buds on the open fire. 
For a smoky flavor for meats. add a few hickory chips or some hickory powder to 


he fire. 


Tips on cooking vegetables: 

e \Niost vegetables like potatoes (white or sweet). ears of corn. carrots. onions. and 
squash—can be wrapped in foil and cooked in or over the coals. 

e Or cook them on a spit over the coals or in the rotisserie. Scrub but don’t peel. 
You know when thev’re done because they stop going around on the spit. Potatoes. 


arrots. onions and mushrooms are good this way 

e To cook frozen vegetables. top the frozen block with a pat of butter. Wrap it in 
foil, leaving room for steam to expand. but seal the edges tightly. Cook 10 to 15 
minutes on or over hot coals. 

e Roast corn, Indian fashion. in the husks. Turn back the ends of the husks and 
remove the silk. Replace the husks and secure the ends with wire. Roast for 10 to 
20 minutes on the grill over the fire. turning several times. O) strip ears of all but 
the last thin layer of husks, soak for half an hour in ice water. Then drain and roast 


on the grill for five minutes or so. 
Tip on cooking flapjacks: 


e Rub the griddle with salt, then brush it clean. Test the heat by sprinkling the 
griddle with a few drops of water. If they dance the griddle is right.

Wheeled or stationary cart or table-type cookers may be just a simple grill with 
firebox or a super-de-luxe unit with shelves. warming oven. cutting boards ane 


motor-driven spit. 


THE FIRE Your choice of fuel will dep nd on the type ol cooking unit used. You 


may choose the easy way and just plug an electrical unit into a porch extension. On 
you may have a portable cooker with its own fuel tank attached, But most fresh-ait 
cooks get a kick out of building a fire from scratch. 

Wood or charcoal are the fuels most commonly used. Hardwood makes a lastin 
bed of glowing coals but takes longer to start. For short-order cooking hamburgers 
wieners. minute steaks—soft wood will do a good job.

A slightly 
dry skin will be happier with a foamy emulsion which protects and 
softens, and for a very dry skin there’s a rich soothing cream o1 
conditioning oil to replace the skin’s own oils. 

Having eartie d yoursell a nice golden clow, play il up by wearing 
cool sand beige, black and white, vivid peacock and sea green. Use 
the lightest make-up: pressed powder, a shade darker than your skin 
brown eyebrow pencil and mascara laid on with a light hand, and

Cool beauty . .. If yours is a pale creamy skin which burns, peels o1 
freckles but never tans, plan to spend the summer under a large straw 
hat. For brief sorties into the sun, sereen your skin with a masking 
sun cream. Wear cool, airy pastels and a fragile porcelain make-up 
rose-tinted base and powder: a delicate rosy lipstick and soft blue 


eveshadow and mascara. 





Swimming can be hard on your make- 
up, unless you water-set it first: Smooth on 
foundation, then pat your face with a damp 
cotton pad. Powder, and repeal. Mascara 
and lipstick should be the waterproof 
variety. No matter how sopping your face, 


neither will smudge or smear.

to their fathers, were frustrated in their 
careers, and were sexually frigid. These 
women rejected ther womanhood, and 
must have found even the idea of a 


pregnancy repugnant. Some doctors 
think that spontaneous abortion ts more 
common now than it was in our grand- 
mothers’ day. Some doctors believe this 
is true because of the different position 
women now have in the world. Women 
today are more at variance with their 
womanly role than ever before. Our 
concept ot femininity today focuses 
more on the secondary sex character- 
istics —figure, dress and hair—and less 
on the emotional qualities of femininity 

tenderness, warmth and a giving atti- 
tude. There are too many other de- 
mands on women today to make that 
of being a mother seem the crowning 
achievement. Psychologists hope that 
they can help those women who ar« 
confused about their role to such an 
extent that they subconsciously reject 
motherhood, to overcome this obstacle. 

But just how can a woman’s emotions 
cause her to lose her baby? To begin 
with, doctors believe there must also be 
present one or more of the four physical 
factors that cause spontaneous abortion, 

The first of these-—-damaged or de- 
fective sperm OF ova caused More than 
half of spontaneous abortions studied by 
Dr. A. T. Hertig and his Boston research 
team. These sperms and ova are like 
defective plant seeds which will not 
sprout. For this reason, some scientists 
claim threatened abortions should not 
be saved, that nature is trying in this 
way to get rid of inferior products. 
Hlowever, it has never been shown that 


babies born to mothers who have nar- 


rowly averted miscarriages are in any 
way inferior to those born normally. 


Abnormalities in the female genital 
organs are often found in a woman who 
loses her baby but they rarely are the 
only cause. For tnstance, some women 
with fibroid growths in the uterus have 
no diflicultv in delivering healthy ba- 
bies, but other women with fibroid 
growths find it impossible to carry a 
baby. Usually though, with such abnor- 
malities, It takes some outside occur- 
rence to set off the process of abor- 
tion. Every pregnant woman is warned 
against overexertion, bumpy car rides 
and so forth, but doctors feel now that 
these factors only trigger spontaneous 
abortion if there are already predispos- 
ing causes within the woman. Most of 
the women we saw in our Canadian re- 
search study could say—‘Yes, within 
the last twenty-four hours | went for a 
car ride,” or that she had had sexual 
intercourse, or become overly excited. 
But most pregnant women do these 
things with no disastrous results. If a 
woman carries factors within her that 
will cause her to abort she might drive 
over smooth pavement and lose her 
baby, while if she does not have these 
factors, she might drive on the bumpiest 
road and go on happily to a safe delivery. 

Vitamins are important for a success- 
ful pregnancy. Extra amounts of vita- 
min C, the ascorbic acid vitamin, and 
vitamin E, the “fertility vitamin,” ar« 
both thought by some authorities to 
be necessary, but the doctors still aren’t 
agreed on how useful this treatment is.

Water is presented to a baby in a 
pleasant form—he loves his bath. You 
give him drinks of “‘nice” water.

As he is not the least bit afraid 
of it many small youngsters are drowned 
each year. If you are living near the 
water it’s a good plan to let him get 
some of it in his nose and mouth, so that 
he finds it is not altogether pleasant and 
treats it with considerable respect. 


Traffic Rules for Children 


Holding his hand firmly while cross- 
ing the road and letting him trot along 
unheld on the sidewalk gives him the 
idea that the one is dangerous, the other 
safe. When you come to traffic lights, 
tell him about them, for bright two- 
year-olds and all three-year-olds can be- 
gin to learn about them. Eventually he 
can tell you when it is safe to cross and 
later on go across himself while you 
watch. Watching for cars turning is the 
hardest problem that children have to 
master and even five-year-olds need 
help from older children or adults with 
that. Streets are poor playgrounds be- 
cause children so often forget their cus- 
tomary caution and dart into the road 
after balls or playmates. How well 
equipped is your neighborhood with safe 
playgrounds? 


Safety in the Car 


You should drive from the first as if 
you were teaching your child to drive. 
As a matter of fact you are. Remember 
too that the seat next to the driver is the 
most dangerous spot.
